"We had given him up for lost."

They are ex- 
pected to sign the treaty a few days 
later. 


While the big four have not agreed 


on even an approximate date for the 
final ceremony at Versailles, the be- 
lief prevails it will take place be- 
tween June 10 and 15. 


The Echo De Paris, however, says 


it understands the allied reply to 
the counter proposals will be ready 
June 6 or 7, the Germans then hav- 
ing three days to sign.

alliances," he continued. "We can- 
not mingle with the people there on 
equal terms.

able. You cannot make them other- 
wise.

Remobilizing Labor 


"AT A MEETING of the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers," says the New York Journal of Commerce, "Colonel 
Woods, head of the Re-employment Service Bureau of the Wai- 
Department, gave special emphasis to the problem of getting 
labor forces remobilized for the service of peace. That is one 
of the greatest tasks of the time and demands a continuance of 
the nation. In a way, it is a more difficult task than that of 
mobilizing military forces for the war. 
In that the Govern- 


ment exercised direct authority by adopting the draft system, 
drawing the material for needed forces and putting them 
through training for the service required with absolute control 
of its performance. In that way three or four millions of vig- 
orous young men were got into organized forces, and more 
than half of them into active service beyond the sea. Now 
those whose lives or strength were not sacrificed are coining 
back in streams of two or three hundred thousand a month, at 
a time when it is of the utmost importance to recruit and mob- 
ilize the industries of the country on a normal basis, and one 
that may require a decidedly increased service over that which 
existed before the war. There is to be no drafting or compul- 
sion or special training and assignment to the service to be 
performed on various lines. The whole process will be one of 
volunteering."

ed States Public Health Service. The 
certain keen competition, both do- 
mestic and foreign which is to follow 
a settling down of business after the 
•war, makes 
it 
necessary for the 


American employer to pay more at- 
tention to the question of maximum 
efficiency If he is to obtain maxi- 
mum production, officials assert. 


As a result of the changes which 


oSciais say are bound to come, em- 
ployers of labor must give some study 
to the new science 
of 
''industrial 


physiology," Frederic S. Lee, con- 
sulting physiologist to the Health 
Service says in a statement. 


"Industrial physiology has two ob- 


jects," Lee says, "First, the pure- 
ly scientific one o£ learning how the 
industrial worker actually performs 
his work and, second, the practical 
object of establishing in the factor- 
ies the conditions which conduce at 
the same time to the maximum out- 
put and to maintenance of maximum 
power of the worker." 


Pursuing Its Investigations on the 


two hases, Lee 
reports 
that 
the 


Health Service has arrived at some 
valuable informative conclusions, the 
statement includes these: 


"Overtime following a day's la- 


bor is Inadvisable, as is also Sunday 
work, following 
a week'* 
labor. 


Tnese tend to destroy the 
worker's 


strength and working power. 


"Tho introduction of 
rest 
per- 


iods, in the working spell, is ac- 
companied by a total increase in the 
days production. 


"Night work, in general, is less ef- 


ficient than day worx. Its total out- 
put is less, and this, with 
a 
long 


working night, falls off enormously 
in the early morning hours. 
Thus, 


it is advised: Alternate 
day 
and 


night work where such is possible 
and where night work must be done 
Results will be more profitable to 
both employer and employee. 


"Women are capable of perform- 


ing a much greater variety of indus- 
trial operations than has heretofore 


been 
recognized. 
Statistics 
show 


they are absent trom their work more 
frequently tbftn men. 


''Accidents to workers are a grave 


source of 
inefficiency. 
They 
are 


traceable to fatigue, 
Inexperience 


speed of working, improper light- 
ing, high temperature and similar 
causes. 
Diminution of preventable 


accidents, then, should be one of the 
first steps. 


"Food and efficiency are directly 


connected with one another, and a 
suitable and adequate food supply 
probably be best Insured by indus- 
trial canteens. 


"A high labor turn-over is In- 


compatible with the highest decree 
of efficiency. 
It 
is 
expensive, in 


that it imposes upon the employer* 
the necessity of training new work- 
ers."
